Our.* 
receipts havo increased from less tiian $50,000.00 a year to more 
than $500,000.00 a year. Whereas these Departments formerly 
produced receipts less than the disbursements, they now turn into 
the general treasury of the City, under normal conditions, from 
$75.000.00 to $100.000.00 in excess of the disbursement. *VVhen 
the'city Council placed me in financial charge of the City's De- 
partments the property value, exclusive of any franchises, was, 


$250,000.00. Since that time and while the City Council and the 
~pe'ople of Danville have seen fit to continue me in charge of these 
Departments, these property values have increased $1.000,000.00, 
so that the fair value of the property owned by the City at this 
time is not less than $1.250,000.00 It is a matter of pride to me as 
a citi:'°'i of Danville that whereas the citizens of Greensboro, High 
Point. Salisbury, Winston-Sal^m. Durham^ Raleigh and other 
North Carolina cities pay $1.90 a thousand cubic feet for gas, the 
gas consumers of Danville pay only $1.20. This means that dur- 
in<* the past year the gas taker* in Danville paid for the gas they 
used $91 000"00 less than they would have been charged for the 
same quantity and quality of g<is m any of the cities above men- 
tintiod 
A like saving 111 water and electric light and power will 


be seen bv comparing thr- rates in cities similarly Miuated with 
Danville, throughout the entire South. 


The records of the City Council will show that as Superintend- 


ent of the Gas Department I have always, in response to their re- 
ouests to me for lecommendatmns, advised against their raising 
the prir-e of gas, and I shall m the future make to the Council a 
-ecommendation for a reduction in the price of gas just as soon 
as it c,ri be done -without cutting the wages of our faithful em- 
plovt»5> It should be remembered that Danville vs as one of the 
veiv few citif- in the country -uhich did not raise its rates oa 
water or eleetriruy in the abnormal cost period, during and sub- 
sequent to the war 
At tr-p present time our rates on water, gas 


and electricity are lou er than an} cit;, in the United States simi- 
larly located. 
It would seem that a business of this magnitude and requiring 


trained and experienced supervision would more likely procure 
satisfactory results under an official who had devoted 32 years to 
its practical management than could be hoped for under the 
management of one" who has had no experience whatever in pro- 
ducing and distributing water, gas and electricity.
